G. Dombrover, a partner in Daltotat [ and his cousin will 25X1 
shortly receive Cuban passports throuch the efforts of N, H. Yakovlev, a 
lawyer and known Soviet activist in Shanghai. According to Yakovlev, at 
the present time it is very easy to obtein Cuban passports and eventually 
Cuban citizenship if the applicant deposits in an accredited Cuban bank 
sufficient funds for the purpose of bringing new industry to Cuba. 
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The Soviet Enbassy intends to approach the Chinese Central Government with 


plans for the establishment of Soviet consular representatives in Tsingtao, 


Canton, Formosa and other important cities of China. It is also intended 
to send representatives of Torgpredstvo for the purpose of increasing 
Sino-Soviet trade. These Torgpredstvo representatives are prepared to 
negotiate for the sale, to Chinese firms, of chemical agricultural 
fertilizers, coal dust and newsprint. 


N. A. Vladykin, 2nd. secretary of the Soviet Embassy in Nanking and con 
currently representative of VOKS (All-Union Association for Cultural 
Relations with Foreign Countries), recently arrived in Shanghai and 

had conferences with certain Shanghai Chinese social and literary leaders, 
These conferences resulted in a decision to enlarge the activity of VOKS 
to include VOKS centers in South China.
